Since air cannot freeze, the Volks­ 
w agen engine cannot. Even at tempera­ 
tures below zero, it is safe and sound. 
The V W has no radiator problems 
for an eloquently simple reason.

There is no 
radiator hose to crack and leak and 
possibly lose expensive anti-freeze. 
W hen drivers line up for anti-freeze 
etc. on the first bitter winter day, the 


V W owner is spared the annoyance. 
N o t to mention the expense. 
The Volksw agen has an equal advan­ 


tage in hot weather. 
Air cannot boil any more than it can 


freeze. 
Neither can the VW . 
In bumper-to-bumper traffic, when 
tempers and water grow short, when 
cars sit at the side of the road waiting to 
cool, the little Volkswagen goes right on 
past. 
It is above it all.
